Dear Prof. Collins, 

After having for more than a year done little 
or nothing at "botany I have again begtxn the distribution of speci¬ 
mens and send you by mail to-day, in foiir parcels, E78 specimens 
which have been laid aside from time to time during the last year. 
There may seem to be a large porportion of eastern species among 
these plants,bht none of them have been sent to you before from 
the east, I am at work now at my father's collections made on 
Vancouver Island during the last two years, and will also be work¬ 
ing at his Yukon collection made in 1902, which, with the exception 
of Carex, has not been touched. In a separate parcel marked IV 
there are some Behring Sea plants which were for some time in 
Washington and were to a slight extent injured by insects. We 
have kept our herbarium entirely free from insects and there has 
never been any necessity for poisoning duplicates, so that I tell 
you this in order that you may take what precautions you think 
necessary with these specimens, I shall be able to send you in 
the course of a couple of months about the same number of specimens 
from the Pacific coast,

I received your package of plants, for which I an under 


very great obligations, and will hold myself ready to be of whatever service 
to you that you may indicate. I cannot think of anything produced here that 
you are not likely to have already, but if there is anything please let me 
know and I will endeavor to get it for you. 

I have your note, in tiich you say the Arctostaphylus collected at the Hal¬ 
sey farm is the type. That may be, but it is quite different in habit— 
that is to say, in its general bearing—from that found in abundance upon 
our peninsula of Presque Isle . The leaves of our plant are larger, they 
are spatulate or obovate, and sometimes, if memory serves me right—-for I 
have no specimen at hand here in the office—the leaves are almost obcordate 
Then the plant grows very much stronger and stands much higher. That on the 
bluff near Silver Spring has much smaller leaves, grows more compact and 
closer to the ground and in every respect seemed to be at least a distinct 
variety of Arctostaphylus—not having found it in flower, nor having dis¬ 
covered any mature fruit I was unable to place it. 

I might add right here, that I once found some of the bearberry exactly sii 
ilar to that we find here growing upon one of the rocky islets but a snort 
distance above Squantum club—islet I called it, but it is only insulated at 
high tide, for I walked over to it dry shod.

My Dear Mr. Collins : 

It is now several years since I promised to send you 
in exchange for the specimens of Arctostaphylos Uva-ursi from the Halsey 
Farm you kindly sent me, some specimens of the same species from Presque 
Isle for comparison. I did not get about procuring fresh ones until this 
summer, and these I send you in the same mail with this. Yofi will pro¬ 
bably find no difference whatever between yours and mine, and doubtless 
I should not have been misled, though I had nothing but leaves and the 
general appearance of the plant as it grew upon the summit of that prom¬ 
ontory upon which to establish its species. In habit it appeared so very 
different from what it does here ; it was so green ; its leaves were 
borne so much nearer the horizontal, and it clung so much more closely to 
the surface, that, whilh I could make nothing else out of it I was not 
satisfied. Here the plant is very extensively trailing, some branches 
being found all of twenty feet in length and the branchlets fctand up, ir¬ 
regularly knee-deep. There are areas acres in extent covered almost ex¬ 
clusively with the bear-berry, and as it grows its aspect is quite dif¬ 
ferent from that little patch at Halsey's. 


You may be interested, however, in the specimens I send. 

- have had a fairly orofitable season of collecting here, most of my 
work being devoted to the genus Carex, which I had previously rather ne¬ 
glected, and the willows, which, even now, I am not altogether satisfied 
with. The genus Salix is so notoriously adulterous that it isno easy 

task to straighten it out. I intend to continue the work on the willows 
nexx year, and, along with the sedges look a little more sharply after 
the potamogetons. 


Give my regards to Prof Bumpus 
and to Mr. Leland and Mr. Bennett, if you chance to meet them.

I have been waiting; to hoar from the chairman of the 
excursion committee of the Hew England Botanical Club in regard to 
their plans, before communicating with you. I had a letter from 
him today. As a result, complying with his request, X am sending 
him outlines of 15 possible trips which can conveniently be made 
from Providence on Memorial Pay. It seems that heir plan Is to 
select the men by lot for the differentjtrips, and perhaps the trips 
themselves also. I ahve sent him more trip outlines than he 
expects to be able to use, so some of them will have to be omitted, 
unless an unexpectedly large number turn out, as may be the case if 
it is a particularly fine day.
